The  news  story  of  my  discovery  of 
the  new  overdate  Indian  cent, 

1888/7  was  written  up  in  all  the 
major  newspapers  and  magazines. 

Both  "Coin  World"  and  "Numismatic 
News"  featured  the  article  with 
pictures  on  their  front  pages.  The 
official  publication  of  the  A.N.A.

The  response  to  my  offer  to  send 
a  detailed  enlarged  photo  of  the 
1888/7  cent  resulted  in  a  deluge  of 
thousands  of  requests.  The  most 
amazing  thing  is  that  two  months 
have  passed  since  the  widespread 


public  announcement  (seen  by  prob¬ 
ably  200,000  collectors)  and  not  a 
single  other  specimen  has  turned 
up!  As  reported  earlier  the  pro¬ 
nounced  die  break  above  "UNITED"  on 
the  obverse  of  both  of  the  discov¬ 
ery  coins  indicated  that  the  over¬ 
date  die  broke  quickly  and  probably 
was  not  used  to  mint  very  many 
coins .

The  1918/7-D 
Buffalo  nickel  (a  series  not  as 
widely  collected  as  Indian  cents) 
fetches  about  $5000.00  in  uncir¬ 
culated  condition  and  there  are  do¬ 
zens  of  uncirculated  and  hundreds 
of  circulated  specimens  in  exis¬ 
tence.  We  will  keep  you  informed 
of  any  new  information  pertaining 
to  the  1888/7  cent. 

If  there  are  any  of  you  who  would 
like  to  join  the  American  Numismat¬ 
ic  Association  we  will  be  honored 
to  sponsor  you  for  membership.

The  pub¬ 
lications  soon  cancel  their  adver¬ 
tising  when  complaints  come  pouring 
in.  Don't  be  fooled  by  unrealistic 
low  prices.  Nobody  gives  something 
for  nothing.  There  are  many  repu¬ 
table  dealers  who  advertise  to  buy 
at  prices  much  higher  than  these 
cleaning  and  buffing  "experts"  are 
advertising  to  sell.  KNOW  YOUR 
DEALER,  he  is  your  best  insurance 
for  accurately  graded  coins.
